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Fall-to-Spring Retention Rates Increase for All 
Ethnic Groups 

The 2001 Fall-to-Spring retention rates among degree- 
seeking students increased for al! ethnic groups in all enroll- 
ment categories. The total college retention rate rose by 2.7 
percentage points to 75.2%. Among ethnic groups, the high- 
est retention rate of 76.9% was found for Black non-Hispanic 
students. The retention rate was 75.1% for Hispanic stu- 
dents, and 71.8% for White non-Hispanic students. 

Fall-to-Spring Retention + Graduation Rates 
Highest in Five Years 

Assuming that students who graduated would have returned 
had they not graduated, the combined retention + gradua- 
tion yield for the college peaked at 78.3% in 2001. This rate 
occurred despite the decline in the number of graduates for 
Fall Term 2001. The retention + graduation rate was 79.9% 
for Black non-Hispanic students, and this rate not only repre- 
sents the group’s highest for the five years studied but ex- 
ceeds the rates of the other major ethnic groups. The reten- 
tion + graduation rate for Hispanic students was also at its 
highest level, 78.2% in 2001. The rate mode for White non- 
Hispanic students is within 75% for three of the five years 
reviewed. (Table 1 attached presents details.) 



New Student Retention Rate Peaks in 2001 

The retention rate for new students peaked at 80.3% in 
2001. All major ethnic groups achieved higher retention and 
were led by Black non-Hispanic students at 81 .3%, followed 
by Hispanic students at 81 .0%, and White non-Hispanic stu- 
dents at 74.4%. New student retention rates across the 
years surpass continuing student retention rates and other 
student category retention rates. (Details found in Table 1 .) 




Recommendations 




♦ Campus retention directors should con- 
tinue the strategies outlined in their Reten- 
tion Plans. 

♦ Institutional Research will provide data on 
the success of these strategies.

Campus Retention + Graduation Rates by Ethnicity 



Tables 2-8 (attached) give data for retention + graduation rates by ethnicity for each campus. Some highlights 
of these data are noted below: 



♦ North Campus increased its retention + graduation rate by 2.4 percentage points to 78.0% in 2001. The 
highest rate was reached by Black non-Hispanic students (79.5%), and this rate mirrors the college-wide 
retention + graduation rate for Black non-Hispanic students. 

♦ Kendall Campus increased in retention + graduation rate for all ethnic groups in 2001 with a campus to- 
tal of 77.4%. The largest increase was 2.7 percentage points for Hispanic students whose rate rose to 
78.0%. 
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♦ Wolfson Campus had a retention + graduation rate for Black non-Hispanic students of 81.8% in 2001. 
This rate was greater than the rate for the total of its own campus, and is larger than the college-wide ag- 
gregate rate for Black non-Hispanic students. 

♦ Medical Center Campus continues to surpass other campuses in its retention + graduation rate and was 
at its highest of 89.9% in 2001 . In the same year, this combined rate was also at its highest for Black non- 
Hispanic students who attained 93.2%. 

♦ Homestead Campus had a slight increase in retention + graduation rate in 2001 to 76.5%; this rate is be- 
low the college-wide rate of 78.3%. However, when the Homestead Campus rate is calculated from its 
1998 base against the 2001 rate, the retention + graduation rate growth is a sizable 5.8 percentage points. 

♦ InterAmerican Campus is second highest among campuses for the retention + graduation rate, which 
was 79.5% in 2001 . 

♦ Overall for 2001, White non-Hispanic retention + graduation rates increased on all campuses save Wolf- 
son Campus and Medical Campus. Black non-Hispanic retention + graduation rates increased on all cam- 
puses except InterAmerican. Hispanic retention + graduation rate increased on all campuses but Home- 
stead.
